Thank you for your September 24, 2009, letter regarding the white paper "the National
Renewable Energy Laboratory (NREL) response to the report' Study of the Effects on the
Employment of Public Aid to Renewable Energy Sources' from King Juan Carlos
University (Spain)." I apologize for the delayed response.

NREL has on-going funding from the Department of Energy's (DOE) Office of Energy
Efficiency and Renewable Energy (EERE) to assess emerging renewable energy issues
and monitor scientific studies in order to develop internal or external resource documents.
These assessments can be used to offer a retort to assertions that are counter to existing
analysis or they can reinforce the results of previous studies. NREL prepares these
analyses either at the request of DOE/EERE or on its own initiative.
